RATE SAME AS LAST YEAR 


Lack of Precipitation Brings 
Many Requests for Water 
Throughout District 





Pumps of the San Antonio 
‘water Co. will begin Sunday. 

Always hopeful of rain, but 
failing to see these hopes real- 
ized, citrus growers this week 
‘turned to the water company 
with requests for irrigation ser- 
vice. Several other local water 
companies have already started 
‘the pumps. 

Some citrus growers have peen 
irrigating for a week or so, with 
gravity water from the adjacent 
canyons. The demand in the last 
few days for water, however, | 
has been so great that the San, 
‘Antonio company will start its| 
with the flow available to 


pumps | 
all members on regular schedule. | 
The San Antonio company’s | 


rate will be the same this year | 
as last-—-40 cents per day inch, | 
with a 10 per cent discount for 
prompt payment. 

Other seasons have seep tne 
pumps placed in operation this 
early, but since 1908 the aver- 
age starting time has been a few 
weeks later. Usually rainfall is 
recorded in April and if precipi- 
tation comes next month the 
underground water basin will re- 
ceive much needed relief.

BY VETERAN'S ACT

Measure Passed in Washing- 
ton This Week Restores 
Compensation Checks 





Ten World War veterans in the 
Upland district are affected by 
the passage of the independent 
offices appropriation bill in Wash- 
ington this week over President 
Roosevelt’s veto. 

The measure places on the list 
of those to receive compensation, 
veterans whose disability is 
among the’ “presumptive cases, ’ 
Those formerly getting $100 4 
month will get $75 and those 
formerly getting $80 a month 
will get $65. 

The presumptive cases are 
those whose disability cannot be 
traced directly to service in the 
World War, but where there is 
perhaps a connection with the ser- 
vice. The economy act of last 
year removed these cases from 
The new 
act reinstates the veterans on 4 
pasis of 75 per cent of their for- 
mer compensation. 

Alan §. Barr, service officer 
of the local post of the Ameri- 
can Legion, explained the pro- 
visions of the new act as it af- 
fects veterans. He estimated 
that from eight to ten veterans 
here would be affected. 

The measure providing for im- 
mediate payment of the bonus 
to veterans has been passed by 
the house of representatives, but 
has not gone as far as the sen- 
ate. The bill of this week had 
no bearing on the bonus payment 
bill.
